N o rth way was brought 
here for the address through the ef­ 
forts of (la rk B. Davis, secretary 
of the local organization. 
Mr. 
North wax's 
remarks 
were 
based upon practical principles ob­ 
tained 
from the field of 
personal 
experience. 
At tile beginning of his 
address he congratulated the city 
and the officers of thy organization 
upon having a chamber of commerce 
here and predicted that much good 
would result from it. 
ITc said that 
Seymour was not starting anything 
new* when it organized a chamberi 
of commerce, for the fir-t anociation) 
of the kind was formed in Germany 
some tw'o hundred years ago. 
The! 
idea took root, he said, throughout I 
Germany and the commercial organ- 
ization movement spread to s w it/Or­ 
land, 
France and other 
European 
countries until today cit e* through­ 
out the world have such organiza­ 
tions. 
All of them, he said, arc 
working for the same end-, although 
different methods are adopted ac­ 
cording to the conditions. 
Tie re­ 
viewed briefly the purposes of such 
organizatoins 
and 
what 
might 
lie 
accomplished through their activity. 
Mir. North way then devilled his 
address to conditions which arc lo­ 
cal. 
ITo said that some commercial 
secretaries are of the opinion that 
better results can he obtained bv 
having a1! organizations in the com 
triunity affiliated with the chamber 
of commerce. 
With such secretar­ 
ies, he said. he differed and believed 
that tile chamber of commerce should 
he maintained and conducted for the 
city but should always Iii* ready to 
co-operate with other organizations 
which are a Ko working for the de­ 
velopment of the community. 
Mr. Northway said that in some 
localities the farmer-' organizations 
are affiliated with the cha inlier of 
commerce, 
His idea i- that the hest 
result- come from separate organ 
ization- which work through .joint 
committee- when problems of more 
than city interest arise. 
He said 
that the Grange at Columbus is one 
of the largest in the stet" and that 
while some members of the Grange 
are 
members 
of the chamber 
of 
commerce, each organization worked 
out its own problems in its own way 
and then discussed community prob­ 
lems through joint committees. 
Ile 
recommended that labor organiza­ 
tions 
he 
maintained in 
the same 
manner. 
He emphasized, however, 
that 
these 
separate 
organizations 
should he linked together for mutual 
action 
and 
that 
the 
committees 
should hold conferences from time 
to time as problems of community 
welfare ar© presented for solution. 
His idea iii having the organization- 
separate is that each has its town 
individual 
problem- .and that 
the 
farmers, for instance, are not es- 
pecially 
interested, 
in 
Questions 
which pertain entirely to tile city. 
At the same time the farmers and 
residents of the city are interested 
alike in township and county ques­ 
tions and when such problems arise 
they could lie worked out through 
the joint committees.

HOPE OFFE RED^FOR TREATY 
VOTE BY NOVEMBER 15 


Democratic

Contract
